Broadest Interpretation of the Claimed Invention 

The broadest interpretation of the claimed invention was discussed. The Examiner's 
interpretation of the claimed invention was given as being that the claimed invention can be 
interpreted at a high level. The high level is an optimization of CFG for software. An area which 
has a history of compile time optimization where computer programs were run with a Profiler 
and heuristics gathered. The heuristics recorded the common paths used by the execution of a 
program and then the program was recompiled to optimize the CFG based on the heuristics. 
Commercial product documentation from 1988 to 1991 was mentioned by the Examiner to be 
available for the era of compile time optimization. The Examiner mentioned the availability of 
documentation for runtime optimization became abundant in the late 1990's. The optimization of 
the CFG is performed during the running of the program and no recompilation was required. 
Actual Invention 

The actual invention is the ability to run multiple instruction sets on a computer and 
optimize the CFG. 
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Term Multiple Instruction Sets 

The Applicant disagrees with the Examiners statement of the term instruction set. The 
Examiner explained the difference between the claimed invention and the actual invention makes 
the point currently a non issue. The Applicant's definition on the term instruction set sounded 
technically sound.
